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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11, 13 and 14 are allowed and have been renumbered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 teaches towards a method for detecting a plurality of signals comprising 
measuring a strength of signals transmitted on frequencies associated with a signal to be detected, 
determining an integration time based on said signal strength and finding the signal to be detected 
using a correlator for a given integration time, wherein a power spectrum density measurement 
over a number of samples in a twenty millisecond time period is used to determine the integration 
time. Claim 1 is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. Claims 2-11, 13 and 14 are 
allowed based on a dependence on allowable claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
